no special 
difference for the reason, as you 
clearly set forth, that in every in­ 
stance of 
either the 
increase of 
wages or shortening of hours it was 
the direct result of the demands of 
organized labor, and for no other 
conceivable cause. 
When my re- 
3ort for 1891 does come out the 
Times and all the protection papers 
of the whole country will have to 
stand from under. 
I am tabulating 
he data and statistics of the indus- 
rial census I have taken for the 
]^ear before and the year after the 
VIcKinley bill went into effect, and 
enough has been demonstrated to 
warrant me in claiming that it will 
urnish the most complete refiita- 
ion of the theories of the protec- 
ionists in regard to wages that has 
ever been published. 
I shall also continue the results 
of all labor disturbances occurring 
in the strtte during the last year, and 
show that out of the thousands of 
successful strikes for

wages not one was or is attributal to 
protection.

rom the manufacturers themselves 
that in 
no single instance where 
here was an increase of wages was 
it voluntary on their part.

entire business of the road was in a 
very uncertain state for some hours. 
There were grave fears of accident, 
and the dispatcher fully expected 
to find several trains telescoped. 
He was much relieved when the 
trains were finally found, and the 
officials of the road breathed easier. 
I'he entire crews on the three trains 
were immediately discharged.
